1 . Applicant argues that the language (i.e. "at the same time") is redundant to the 
priority that the claims already recite - apparently because applicant considers that 
priority does not matter if requests are getting to a location sequentially, and only when 
two requests from the first bridge and the second bridge arrive at the same time that the 
giving of priority is necessary. Note that such interpretation onlv comes from the 
specification, and that the limitations from the specification are not read into the claims . 
See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181 , 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

The argument is not persuasive because a first request that arrives with a lower 
priority than a subsequent request with a high priority will not get the priority, and 
instead the subsequent request will be given priority. Because the limitations from the 
specification are not read into the claims , there is no requirement for the priority to be 
associated only with requests that arrive at the same time, hence a recitation of "at the 
same time" not being redundant to the claims. 

2. Applicant also argues that there is nothing in Cho about what sequencer 14 does 
with communications from elements 1 1 and 12, where the sequencer sends those 
communications, and in what order it sends those communications. The argument is 
not persuasive because Cho discloses an arbiter (a priority order controller) allowing 
simultaneously requesting accesses to access the memory according to a 
predetermined priority (see Abstract). 
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
